The 2tup7e f  t14; State of Wisconsin represented in 
Senate and alssentblii, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. If the owner of any diseased sheep infected rroe, din 4 in 
with contagious disease, shall suffer or permit such diseas-sapeol dier_med 
ed sheep or any oflhem to go at large out of his enclosure L b:running" 
at any season of the year, such person shall forfeit the sum 
of five dollars for each and every such sheep, to the person 
who shall enter complaint, f or each time they shall be so 
found running at large, which forfeiture may be recovered 
by action of Clebt before any justice of the peace of the 
county where such offence shall have been committed, 
when such justice shall have jurisdiction of the case to the 
amount claimed, and when a justice of the peace shall not 
have jurisdiction, the same may be sued for and recovered 
in an action of debt in the circuit or county court of the 
proper county, with costs of suit. And if the owner of
